Issues Keply to 
Labor Statement 


Secretary George Graham of the 
Orange County A.ssociated Farm¬ 
ers declared today that orange 
picker.s’ wages in this region "will 
average more per day than those 
in anv other citrus coiony in the 
world At the same time Mexi¬ 
can Vi>-P-Con.sul Eduardo A. Zam¬ 
brano of I..OS Angeies pointed out 
his office is taking no part at pres¬ 
ent in county labor disputes. 

Graham's .statement is as fol¬ 
lows; 

"Newspapers .should be extreme¬ 
ly careful about getting informa¬ 
tion from aii sources before print¬ 
ing propaganda regarding such an 
important issue as the county cit¬ 
rus wage .scheduie. Much of Or¬ 
ange county’s income comes from 
the citrus industry. The industrial 
peace of a thousand Mexican fam- 
iiies may be jeopardized by care- 
le.ss statements. 

"My name has been mentioned 
regariling an interview with one 
"Pedro Pete” Peterson. I taiked 
with him for a few minutes on the 
morning of April 28 and I prefaced 
my remarks hy statin.g that f hail 
no authority to speak for any 
.group of indiviiiuai. Each citrus 
as.sociation in made up of hun¬ 
dreds of growers, each is a unit 
unto itseif. and each control thcr 
own policies. 1 emphasized many 
times that to my knowledge no 
one bail authority to .speak for the 
u.,iiistrv of Orange county. 

intimation that I 
•'turneii uovmi any offer is a de¬ 
liberate attempt to stir up labor 
unrest. Such tactics are not un- 
u-siial, however, among tho.se who 
ciaim to be "ieaders” of iabor. I 
am thankful that the majority of 
pickers do not recognize this Bo- 
r-'ded leadership. 

In our taik T did state that 
because of my contact with many 
of the packing houses in the coun¬ 
ty. I knew that the various man¬ 
agements were actually paying 
the same high scliedule that pre¬ 
vailed last year, that the average 
daily wage was exceptionally high 
because of the size of the crop, 
and that the associations were go¬ 
ing to use Orange county residents 
who wanted to work, in snite of 
the fact that outside heip was 
availahie for 82 .50 a day. An ac¬ 
tual field survey of pre.sent earn¬ 
ings di.scloses the fact that pick¬ 
er.s in this area will average more 
per day than those of any other 
citrus colony in the world. Of 
cour.se. there is a variation in the 
jirice paid per bo.\, because of the 
difference in the size of the boxes, 
size of the trees, type of picking, 
etc., but the same survey wiil 
show that the average daily wage

Fir.st shipment.^ to domestic 
markets from a.ssociations con¬ 
nected with the pe Gounty 

Fruit Exchange started last week 
with 56 cars leaving under inter- 
•state pro-rate and 10 cars soid 
within the state. 

There were 181 ears of Valencia 
oj-anges shipped during April hy 
all of the (Grange county fruit ex¬ 
change associations. Three of 
these cais were sold through the 
Los Anpele.s distributing plant 
and 178 cars moved to export 
markets. At the same time last 
year shipments of packed anil 
loo.se Valencias from thi.s district 
amounted to 89 carloads. 

The Orange county fruit ex¬ 
change district can ship 107 cars 
in interstate and 24 cars of intra- 
.state under pro-rate allotments is¬ 
sued for the pre.sent week. 

I>‘mon .shipments from the dis¬ 
trict for the month of Apr‘l ag¬ 
gregated 61 cars, bringing the to¬ 
tal .shipments to date of this va¬ 
riety to 185 carloads. 


Continued tapering-off of L: ’ 
county welfare case load bright¬ 
ened the outlook for taxpayers 
today, a.s Welfare Director Jack 
Snow reported a decrea.se of 32 
ca.ses during the past month. 

The past 30-day jieriod wa.s the 
second consecutive month to .show 
a dcrrea.se in total cases. Snow 
said he believed state aid roils are 
reaching a period of stabilization, 
after large increases caused by lib¬ 
eralized legislation. Total ca.se 
load was 3790 as of April .'10. 

A net decrease of 28 county in¬ 
digent cases was reported for the 
month. Forty-eight more old-age 
pensioners .swelled the rolls; and 
two blind aid and 10 orphan aid 
rase.s increased the list. Adminis¬ 
trative costs remained at 7 per 
cent of funds handled by the de¬ 
partment.

They 
want to know what happened to 
$800 left in the budget last win¬ 
ter. 

Dana Lamb, chief of the patrol, 
told supervisors his fund had 
dwindled because of emergency re¬ 
pairs to equipment made necessary 
by the March flood. Supervisor 
John Mitchell thought the money 
should not have come from the 
coa.st patrol’s budget, and asked 
Lamb to get records. 

Lamb said he needed about $600 
to carry his patrol work through 
until the new county budget goes 
into operation July 1. 


An overloail of daily cows to¬

PASADENA. (A*l—Professional 
problems of organized medicine 
and suggested remedies were pre¬ 
sented today to the California 
Medical association convention. 

In a report to the as.sociation’s 
house of delegates, the committee 
on medicine defen.se declared “the 
growth of malpractice claims has 
become a serious problem.” 

"Some Investigators.” said the 
committee, headed by Chairman 
George G. Reinle of Oakland, 
“have pointed out the increa.se has 
kept pace with the therapeutic use 
of radium and the roentgen ray. 
The development of surgery has 
received a share of the blame. Well 
founded or not, there is food for 
thought in the fact that many in¬ 
surance companies operating in 
this field charge higher premiums 
for policies written for .surgeons, 
roentgenologists and radioiogists 
then for policies written for gen¬ 
eral practitioners.” 

The Reinle committee recom¬ 
mended a study of cause of mal¬ 
practice claims as outlined by the 
Los Angeie.s County Medical so¬ 
ciety's medical defen.se commit¬ 
tee.

The Cantando club won’t have 
to pay a nickel rent for the high 
school auditorium at its final con¬ 
cert this year. Why? The an¬ 
swer involves .some mathematical 
calculation. 

Up until two weeks ago, .all civ¬ 
ic organizations presenting enter¬ 
tainments at the high school were 
required to pay $.50 per ’ngage- 
ment in rental fees. But two 
weeks ago the Cantando club ob¬ 
jected, and as a result the board 
of education cut the cost in half. 

Now comes the figuring. La.st 
year the club pre.sented three en¬ 
tertainments, which according to 
the old rental scale .should have 
cost $150. The club actually paid 
$50 and charged the rest. This 
year it has given two concerts, for 
which it remitted .$100 to the 
hoard of education. The club has 
therefore paid the school $150 in 
cash at an actual average outlay 
of $30 for each of the five enter¬ 
tainments. 

But now the rate is $25 per cOjI- 
cert, instead of $50. Under this 
scale the club is entitled to six 
concerts for $1.50. the sum of 
money actually paid to the board. 
So the board decided to let the or¬ 
ganization have the auditorium a 
■sixth time without charge—to 
square accounts.

WPA archeological workers are 
completing excavation of a third 
Orange county Indian burial 
ground. Twenty skeletons, to¬ 
gether with a number of hou.se- 
hold and art objects, belonging to 
Indians inhabiting this region 100 
years or more ago, are included 
in the recent find. 

Old Indian camps, many of 
which possess burial ground.s, are 
numerous in Orange county, de¬ 
clares John Winterbourne, project 
.supervisor, who says there are 
probably 500 former Indian vil¬ 
lage sites in this region. 

All skeletons thus far Ijcated 
among the present diggings were 
found about 27 inches below the 
surface. The soil surrounding 
them is filled with sea shells of 
varying size. As many as five 
cubic feet of these have been 
.screened from one cubic yard of 
■soil. From this the conclusion is 
drawn that the dead were buried 
in the village dump heap or kit¬ 
chen midden. 

For the most part the skele¬ 
tons exhibit a common fle.x burial, 
a part of the funeral ceremony 
of the time. 

It was these wnich brought 
about iinsual interest from mem¬ 
bers of the Southwest Archeologi¬ 
cal federation who paiil an offi¬ 
cial call here recently. One mem¬ 
ber of the group .said he believes 
the Indians must have lost their 
lives while fishing. Various mem¬ 
bers of the party agreed that the 
Indians had died unniiaturally. 

Soap stone cooking pots found 
in the present field indicate that 
I this small group of Indians occa¬ 
sionally traveled to Catalina is¬ 
land. Winterbourne says they used 
crude wooden boats covered over

It was a strongly confident, smil¬ 
ing Dr. Francis E. Townsend who 
faced the audience of more than 
1000 Townsendites Sunday evening 
in the local 'Townsend hall. It was 
his third address during the day, 
he having previously spoken in Po¬ 
mona and Riverside to other large 
gatherings of his followers. The 
Santa Ana audience was unusually 
enthusiastic and greeted the doctor 
when introduced by Dr, Charles E, 
Hill by rising to their feet and ap¬ 
plauding and cheering vigorously. 
In recognition of this spirit the 
doctor began by saying: "You are 
about the most enthusiastic bunch 
of Indians I have ever seen—1 be¬ 
lieve we could almost have a war 
dance here tonight.” 

The Townsend Plan made law, 
the doctor averred, would almost 
immediately solve the presertt busi¬ 
ness recession. In illustration of 
how Americans are viewing the re¬ 
cession, the speaker told of a mid¬ 
dle-west farmer who recently asked 
the doctor why the administration 
hadn't given an alphabetical title 
to it and suggested it should be 
labeled MDD which he explained 
would mean More Damned De- 
ju-ession. The Townsend founder 
voiced the suggestion that the re¬ 
cession and unemployment and all 
evils growing out of these twin 
evils found their base in an im¬ 
properly controlled money system. 
Even the bankers of your com¬ 
munity and in others like yours 
suffer because of the control ex¬ 
ercised by international bankers 
through credit money, he said. The 
Townsend Plan made law, he said, 
would destroy this control and 
place the control of our money 
: system back in the hands of con- 
j gress where it belongs, 
j The doctor depreciated what he 
I described as a steady march on the 
part of w'orld powers toward an 
other great world war. Such a war 
he admitted would temporarily 
I bring pro.sperity to the nations en 
I gaged, but would end in still great- 
! er difficulties than are now being 
'■ e.xperienced. He voiced the opin¬ 
ion that financial leaders rather 
than lose control of finance would 
attempt to precipitate such a war. 

' The Townsend Plan he said would 
bring the prosperity which would 
! avert such a war. 

I Touching on political attitudes 
of the Townsend movement the 
doctor said his organization had al¬ 
ready sanctioned the return to 
congress of all present senators 
and representatives of the state of 
Florida who are all Democrats, 
while the same attitude has been 
assumed toward those from Maine 
who are all Republicans. From this 
he drew the conclusion that the 
Townsend organization was not 
a.ssuming a biased attitude toward 
either of the two major parties. 
The same attitude he stated would 
be assumed in other congressional 
districts from the various states 
including California. 

He declared the Townsend vote 
could determine who would suc¬ 
ceed Senator William Gibbs Mc- 
Adoo, as he suggested should be 
done. Capt. Russell R. Hand, now 
in Washington as a contact man 
for the Townsend movement, he 


suggested capable material for the 
office. 

The doctor pointed out the desir¬ 
ability of having a better balanced 
congress which could be accom¬ 
plished he said by electing more 
Republicans to office. He advo¬ 
cated electing 10 Republicans to 
the house from California favor¬ 
able to the Townsend Plan as a 
means of creating the de.sired bal¬ 
ance. In the 19th di.strict he said 
the matter of determining who 
would be spon.sored by the Town¬ 
sendites would be threshed out in 
the coming 19th district Townsend 
convention.

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Would Help Local Business 

Passage of the wages-and-hours law should have a 
benefici.al effect upon Orange county business. 

It is generally admitted that the sweatshops which 
the law seeks to control are largely located in the fac¬ 
tory and mill centers of the big eastern cities. Probably 
very few employers in this immediate area would be af¬ 
fected. 

Establishment of ‘‘living wages” in these eastern 
sweatshops therefore v/ould remove much of the advan¬ 
tage which cut-throat employers have over honest and 
fair ones. Thus local industrial groups where the wages 
are “right” would benefit on the market since chiselers 
would not be able to underbid them by taking it out of 
labor. 

It is known also that underpaid and overworked em¬ 
ployes form a definite part of the groups that are a bur¬ 
den on the taxpayers through their need of relief and 
other various types of governmental aid. 

All in all, advantages of the minimum wage and 
maximum hour bill lie in favor of the great majority of 
Orange county employers and on the side of those who 
believe that no American citizen should be forced to work 
for wages insufficient to maintain health and right living. 

Officials very properly forbade Beverly Hills 
High school students to substitute golf for physical 
education.

George H. Davis, just re-elected president of the U. S. 
chamber of commerce, says this is no time for industry 
and labor to get together in a cooperative attempt to 
solve their problems cn a national scale. 

“There would be no point in getting around a table 
v/ith labor so long as fear continues to beset employer and 
employes alike,” asserts Mr. Davis. “Repeal the Wagner 
labor relations act, defeat the wages-and-hours bill, get 
the tax and appropriation bills out of the way and send 
congress home. Then maybe confidence will begin to re¬ 
turn.” 

We had thought that getting together was one thing 
industry and labor might try to do for themselves, regard¬ 
less of government, and that success in such an endeavor 
would help to create confidence.

We got to the place, anchored 
in the barley water beside a 
channel, rigged up a lot of tac¬ 
kle with hooks the size of those 
on which they hang half-cows 
in butcher shops, and went out 
trolling in small launches. The 
sun was fierce. We trolled for 
several hours in the morning, 
came back, had some beans and 
coffee, trolled all afternoon and 
came back to bed down in lit¬ 
tle bunks. We didn’t catch any 
fish but Charlie said they would 
probably be running next day. 

They weren’t, or the third day, 
either. By that time we dudes, 
or tourists, in the party were 
burned as red as fire engines 
and the mosquitoes were com¬ 
ing out in absolute clouds. Jim¬ 
my, Pergola, that nice little 
new,sreel man who was killed 
last year on that safety flight 
for one of the big air lines out 
west, said one mosquito bit a 
hunk nut of him and flew up a 
tree to eat it, but dropped it in 
the water with a big splash 
while whetting its bill on a 
limb.

I try to live right and follow 
the instructions, but it never 
makes any difference. Maybe 
this is what makes me so mean.

Science News

A great discovery of medieval 
armor has been made in an old 
church in Italy. 

At this Church of the Madonna 
delle Grazie, near Mantua, there 
liaj been for centuries a gallery of 
dummy portrait figures, life size. 
From high niches on the wall, the 
figures look down. Armored 
knight.s, ladies, churchmen, one 
and all, the.se repre.sent medieval 
people who gave thanks to the 
Virgin at .some time for saving 
them from untimely death or from 
tortun They were there, on dis¬ 
play, in 1555; for an Englishman 
sent to Rome by Mary Tudor told 
of seeing the figures. 

And now, a British armor ex¬ 
pert, James G. Mann, has di.scov- 
cred that the knightly images in 
the church are wearing real armor, 
such as museums and collectors 
dream of, but scarcely expect to 
find in quantity. 

Mann’s attention was called to 
the statues by a friend who sus¬ 
pected that the armor might be 
real, and not papier mache, as 
every one supposed. Mr. Mann 
inve.stigated, and reported to the 
British Society of Antiquaries that 
no less than 17 of the dummies 
wore real armor, and a good deal 
of it looked like fine fifteenth cen¬ 
tury Milanc.se craftsmanship, at 
that. 

Not until last September, how¬ 
ever, did the chance arise to clean 
the paint off the metal suits and 
assemble them properly. Sixteenth 
ipentury folk who had prepared the 
figures had not been careful about 
matching fighting togs, most of 
which were old-fa.shioned to them. 

With paint boiled off the metal, 
six complete suits of Gothic fif¬ 
teenth century armor had been as¬ 
sembled, representing the period 
in armor histojy when fighting 
.suits were most varied and the art 
of adapting protective metal to 
human machinery was mo.st clever. 
The rest of the armor is of the 
16th century, when harness be¬ 
came dressy, and was decorated 
in ingenious ways.

It i.s a plan to use the vast net¬ 
work of the French Marquesa Is¬ 
lands in the South Pacific as 
American commercial airplane 
bases between Australia, South 
America and the United States, 

Whether this country will offer 
to buy .some of the i.slands out- 
i right (possibly for cancellation of 
debts) or whether a leasing prop¬ 
osition will be worked out with the 
French, is not known. The nego¬ 
tiation still is in a nebulous state. 

All the state department ac¬ 
tually wants is the right to es- 
j tablish regular landing bases in 
the French i.slands, although the 
purchase of some of them might 
be feasible. Two factors are be- 
I hind the proposal; 
j 1. The underhanded tactics of 
the British in occupying the i’hoe- 
nix group farther to the east when 
they knew the United Slates 
wanted the.se as air bases. The 
British have now laised the Union 
Jack or put men on the mo.st im¬ 
portant islands. 

2. The Marque.sa Islands, owned 
by France, are nearer South Amer¬ 
ica, and therefore may be more 
strategically jjlaced as a cross¬ 
roads for air traffic between 
South America and Australia, al.so 
between South America and Ghina, 
and again between l^e United 
Stales an<l Australia.

In other words, the Marquesa 
Islands would be a sort of cros.s- 
roads in mid-Pacific, where the air 
traveler would change planes for 
Tokyo, Shanghai, Sidney, Auck¬ 
land, San Francisco, Santiago or 
Lima. 

At piesent, of course, air traf¬ 
fic between South America, the 
Orient and Australia would not 
be voluminou.s, hut the time may 
come when it would be extremely 
important. 

Most important member of the 
Marquesa group is Tahiti, one of 
the most beautiful spots in the 
South Pacific. 

The islands are of no commer¬ 
cial or economic importance to the 
French, and the latter are ex¬ 
pected to be much more coopera¬ 
tive than the Briti.sh in working 
out an air deal with the United 
States,

White House generalissimos are 
not shouting it from the house¬ 
tops, but they have drastically re¬ 
vised their campaign strategy as 
a result of Senator Claude Pep¬ 
per’s smashing victory.

Secretary 
Wallace, who has a severe case of 
presidentitis, has been trying to 
boost Gillette, but Roosevelt’s sup¬

Senator Magill of Kansas, who 
will have no trouble being re¬ 
nominated but faces the toughest 
kind of battle to be re-elected. 
PEACEMAKER IK GIIE.S 

Charles Evans Hughes probably 
has done more to pacify Latin- 
Ameriean disputes than anyone 
else in the U. S, A., but last week 
he turned down the job of ar¬ 
bitrating between two of South 
America’s foremost countries — 
Chile and Argentina. 

As secretary of stale, Hughes 
patched up numerous jieace agree¬ 
ments. Later he look time from 
a busy law practice to attend the 
1928 Pan-American conference at 
Havana, and the Bolivian-Par- 
aguayan peace conference of 1929 
in Washington, As chief justice, 
he spent part of a hot Washing¬ 
ton summer settling a boundary 
dispute between Ilonduras and 
Guatemala. 

When the state department of¬ 
fered to pay him for this, he de¬ 
clined. “'I'he members of the su¬ 
preme court,” he said, "should 
take care of these diplomatic 
chores.” 

But last week, when a long dis¬ 
tance jihone call came from San¬ 
tiago. Ghile, asking him to settle 
the fate of three islands in the 
far-off Straits of Magellan be¬ 
tween Argentina and Chile, he 
asked to be excused. Now 76 
years old, the chief justice .said 
the work of .supreme court monoi)- 
olized all his .spare time.

WHY NOT US, ALSO? 

Sir Harold Bellman, head of the 
British National A.s.sociation of 
Building societies, is telling this 
country how England has helped 
re-house her workingmen's fam¬ 
ilies in 3,.500,000 new homes built 
since the armistice. 

It is interesting that more than 
2,000,000 of those homes were 
built by private capital organized 
into building .societies. These far- 
flung enterprises construct little 
two-story villas of brick costing 
around $2,500. A down payment 
of $250 buys them. Interest is 
only 4'i per cent, and amortized 
payments about equal to rent pay 
for them over a period of 20 years. 
The building societies also attract 
the small investor by paying divi¬ 
dends of S'l per cent. 

Sir Harold thinks that low-cost 
home building is lagging here be- 
cau.se "there i.s a tendency to ex¬ 
pect the government to supply the 
money.” In England, apparently, 
lender.s, material.s producers and 
workers are satisfied with small¬ 
er returns on a mass basis. Cer¬ 
tainly, under our own FHA formu¬ 
la of guaranteed mortgage.s, pri¬ 
vate capital could work out a .sim¬ 
ilar system here. 

According to Sir Harold, Eng¬ 
land is enjoying more labor peace 
becau.se working-men are begin¬ 
ning to own their homes. 

"We are converting our people 
from a lace of tenants to a race 
of .small home-owners,” he said. 

Why cannot America do this 
too?—San Diego Sun.
